In South Russia the agri­ 
cultural implements trade is said to be 
passing entirely into the bands cf the 
American exporters in spite of EngVsh 
and German competitors, though the lat­ 
ter are nearer by 3,000 miles to the local 
market. 
With the exception of made- 
up clothing, which is dear because labor 
is highly paid, aud not because duty on 
stuffs is so heavy, there is not a single 
manufactured article produced id the 
United States, from carpets to cotton, 
from locomotive engines to steel axes, 
from agricultural implements to cutlery 
and Yankee notions, as many little do­ 
mestic appliances are called, which is not 
as cheap or even cheaper there than in 
this country. 
One of the most interesting features 
connected with the expositions in Eng­ 
land, France, and Germany, has been 
the comparison (between American ma­ 
chinery and that made in Earope. All 
kinds of machinery made in this coun­ 
try, especially farm machinery, brought 
a higher price than that made in Euro­ 
pean countries, becsnse of its superior 
workmanship and more improved plan 
in construction. These are some facts 
that free traders might study with profit 
and interest.

In Massachusetts, both the successful 
candidates for governor, Mr. Brackett 
and his opponent, Mr. Russell, use al­ 
most exactly the same words in com­ 
mending the new style of voting. ’’Only 
words of praises,'’ say Governor-eleot 
Biackett, “in its behalf oan escape my 
lips. Ingratitude would bj in my heart 
if a word against it should escipe my 
lips after the noble work it h is done for 
me t)-day. 
Pat me down as being in 
favor of it. It is a great system, and it has 
my he iffiest support.”

Congressman 
Henry Cabot Lodge is unqualified in bis 
commendation of the system. 
Those who objected to the system be­ 
cause they thought it was a alow method 
of voting, were happily disappointed 
In precincts where as many as 1,500 
votes were cest, there was veiy little de­ 
lay and but few blunders. The Bos­ 
ton Herald, democratic, published 
dispatch fit rn Springfield which gives 
vivid picture of the working of the sys­ 
tem: “ The contrast,” it sayp, “with the 
old mithc.ds was most striking. 
A few 
hicks were used to bring out voters, bd; 
there were no workers about the bo ribs. 
A test was made by 
a voter, 
who 
varied 
a di zen precincts, and, al­ 
though 
(starting 
in 
as 
if 
to 
tote, be was not solicited in a single in- 
btance. Instead of the litter of scattered 
ballots and posters, I be sawdust-covered 
Boors were as neat when the polls were 
closed as when they were opened. Prob­ 
ably some illiterate voters stayed at 
home, and others who Ow ald not read 
wall were too proud to admit it, but care­ 
fully deposited their blank ballote, al­ 
though a duplicate set of blanks is pro­ 
vided end each voter has the opportunity 
of receiving two fresh ones if 
he 
spoils any.

faot that the average number of ballots 
d it carded in this way was less than five 
to a precinct. Democrats, prohibition­ 
ists and republicans, with hardly an ex­ 
ception, are enthusiastic in praise of the 
new syttem. which woiks better than 
BDJ one had anticipated.”

May 5 she was at Mrs. Whalen’s house, 
and that Mrs. Conklin came in and had a 
conversation with O’Sullivan about Dr. 
Cronin. 
She said she was also at Mrs. 
Whalen’s on the night of May 4, aud that 
Brennan and the other men who have been 
swearing to O’Sullivan’s alibi were there. 
Miss McCormick stated that after they 
had suoper she went out to a friend’s with 
Mrs. Whalen to do some knitting. 
They 
left the house at 8:30 p. rn., at which time 
O’Sullivan was in the house. 
They re­ 
turned about IO o’clock and were admitted 
by 
O’Sullivan who 
arose 
from 
his 
bed 
to 
let 
them 
in. 
About 
JO 
o’clock Miss 
McCormick 
aud 
Mrs. 
Whalen were compelled to go to O’Sulli­ 
van’s room to get a cot, on which Miss 
McCormick was to 
sleep. 
She 
saw 
O'Sullivan and Mulcahey in bed together. 
She left the O’Sullivan house about 7:30 
o’clock Sunday evening to return to her 
home. 
Shortly before leaving the two 
Hylands came in to talk with O’Sullivan. 
O’Sullivan, it was developed, sprinkled 
the garden the night of May 4. 
This was 
done before 7 o’clock, however, but the 
witness would not waver in regard to 
O’Sullivan’s presence in the house or yard 
at the hours vital to the alibi. 
Mrs. Tom Whelan testified that she had 
been married to Tom Whelan eight years 
and that her husband was a cousin of 
O’ Sull ivan.

Pat Cooney and a man named Finley were 
also in my saloon that night.’* 
On cross-examination Danahy denied 
having sent 
money to Winnipeg for 
Burke’s defense; admitted that he orderod 
a restaurant to furnish Burke meals in 
jail, and denied he ever called Cronin a 
spy, accompanied with a vile epithet 
Finally Mr. Hynes asked: 
“ You knew 
that Burke was openly charged with be­ 
ing an occupant of the Carlson cottage. 
Why didn’t you publish the fact that 
Burke was in your saloon the night of 
May 4. and therefore guiltless of the mur­ 
der?” 
“ I did not want newspaper notoriety, 
because it would injure my business.”

On the night ot May 4 be secured a car­ 
riage and invited James O’Malley to go 
with him to a saloon opening on the West 
side. 
They drove to Danahy’s saloon to 
get Danahy and there met Burke and 
others. 
This was 8 o’clock in the evening. 
Coughlin’s evidence corroborated that 
given by 
Danahy la every particular 
during tho short time that he and O’Malty 
were in the saloon. 
The cross-examiuation by Mr. Hynes 
failed to shake the story or bring out any 
new points. 
Justice of the Peace D. J. Lyon testified 
regarding a trip to Indianapolis Feb. 20, 
which he took with John F. Beggs. 
John F. 
O’Malley testified regarding 
the trip of Witness Coughlin and himself 
to the West Side saloon opening on the 
evening of May 4. 
Before going to the 
opening they stopped in at Matt Dauahy’s 
saloon and tried to get him to go. 
There 
was some man in the saloon at the time, 
but the witness did not know who he was. 
4‘Was this the man?” asked Mr. Forrest, 
pointing to Burke 
The witness said that he could not say 
positively, although Burke looked like the 
man who was there. 
On cross examination he said that he 
was a member of camp No. 96, which is 
now known as camp No. 20. After Burke 
was brought back from Winnipeg William 
F. Coughlin asked dim if he remembered 
the night they went to the opening. 
A 
couple of days after that Matt Danahy 
spoke to him about it, 
and Attorney 
Forrest sent for him in August. 
T estim ony In 
Favor. 
James Lyman, a member of camp No. 
20, was at the meeting Feb. 8, when Capt. 
O’Connor made a speech about the report 
of the trial committee having been read in 
another camp. 
The witness said that 
O’Connor’s remarks came pretty near 
causing a stampede. 
Three or tour of the 
members jumped to their feet and there 
was considerable confusion. 
Somebody 
moved that a secret committee be ap­ 
pointed to investigate the truth of Capt. 
O’Connor’s report. 
The senior guardian, 
Mr. Beggs, said that one camp did not 
have the power to investigate a sister 
camp, and that the matter would have to 
be referred to the district mamber. 
All 
controversy on the subject then ceased. 
The witness never heard of an inner circle 
in camp 20 or any other camp.

JAcksON, 
Mich., Nov. 
21. — Frank 
Howard serving a ten-year sentence in the 
Michigan State prison for burglary, has 
confessed the whole story of the attempt 
made last Monday night by some of the 
convicts to blow their way out of prison 
with dynamite, in which Latimer, who is 
serving a life sentence for the murder of 
his mother, was Implicated. 
Howard 
says his confederate was John Donovan, 
who is also serving a ten-year 
sentence 
for burglary. 
It was he 
who 
got 
Latimer to try to get more dynamite 
some 
montes 
ago, 
as 
what 
they 
had would not destroy the wall. 
Lati­ 
mer wrote a letter to outside parties, but 
the prison officials intercepted the letter 
and placed a dummy package, and Lati­ 
mer was caught. 
Howard says that as 
soon as the west wing was clear Donovan 
placed the dynamite, one whole stick and 
two pieces, on the sill of a window, placed 
the fulminating caps and lighted the fuse 
and waited for the explosion. 
They then 
ran to the window, expecting it would be 
open, but found they had failed, aud then 
ran down to the’r cells, throwing their re­ 
volvers away.

Capt. Wissman calculated that Stanley’s 
and the other expedition must have ar­ 
rived at Mpwapwa by Nov. 20, in which 
case, if the march is continued without 
delay, they should reach the coast with­ 
in

fortnight.

been dispatched to meet them. 
Capt. 
Wissman has also received information 
that on Oct. 5 Dr. Peters was at Koskorro, 
and there is reason to hope that the re­ 
ports of his death are untrue. 
A later dispatch from Caph Wissman 
states that he has received positive infor­ 
mation that Stanley and his expedition ar­ 
rived at Mpwapwa on Nov. IO and expects 
to arrive at Bagamoyo Dec. I.

THE WEATHER SUGGESTS 


IHE SPEAR 
WAS 
at one time regarded 
os an honorable and 
effective implement 
of war, but now it is 
only used by bar­ 
barians and sports­ 
men. 
Our inland 
rivers 
and 
const 
creeks 
are lit up 
every night with the torches of fishermen 
In quest of the silver eel or the pickerel. 
Fish spears have long been laid away, for 
spearing fish during the spawning season 
is a crime that should call down all tho 
thunders of the piscatorial Jove. 
Yet, 
such fish slayers do exist. 
Visitors along the bays of our coast and 
inland streams may now see, when they 
are walking abroad in the calm evenings, 
light-like enlarged will-o’-the-wisps float­ 
ing from poiut to point among the shal­ 
lows. 
They investigate them, to find the 
mystery resolve itself into a boat with two 
men, one to pole the boat and one to 
spear the fish. 
The light proceeds from 
an upright about three feet high, from 
which projects an arm of about the same 
length, the end 
of which 
is loosely 
wrapped around with tow 
or cotton 
waste. 
On the top of the upright is a 
two-quart can fitted with a faucet and 
holding kerosene, which flows fast or slow 
as desired along the arm, which is hollow, 
and saturates the bundle of tow, and this 
being lighted attracts the fish and shows 
them plainly to the spearer.

THE DEVELOPMENT OF ADVERTISING 
THE DAILY PRESS. 
It is very interesting to watch the de • 
velopment of advertising ss it appears in 
the columns of the daily newspapers, 
eajB a writer in the New York Son. De­ 
partments cf trade which formerly neg­ 
lected that means of attracting attention 
are more and more learning to profit by 
its advantages. Advertisers are aho be­ 
coming skillful in the literary construc­ 
tion of their announce meats, so that now 
*he [advertising columns of a journal 
really help to enliven its pages, and they 
present a mass of varied information of 
great value to the reader. 
The representations of the advertise­ 
ments, too, may be taken generally es 
honest and truthful, for l o wise dealer 
seeks to draw customers by false pretense 
He must have on his counters exactly 
what he advertises to sell, and he must 
sell it at exactly the ^advertised prices. 
Otherwise bis advertisement dees bim 
more barm than good. It may bring 
him in emphemeral trade, but the larger 
the trade is the worse it will be for bim 
in Jibe end. His deceived customers 
will make for him an evil reputation for 
diebonesty. Therefore ordinary saga­ 
city prompts the dealer to tell the truth 
about his goods when he advertieea 
them 
in 
a 
newspaper. 
Now and 
again a scoundrel and a sharper may at­ 
tempt to i mpcse on the pnblio by pub­ 
lishing swindling arnounoements, but 
the number cf such is few. and it is 
growing fewer. 
Moreover, the papers 
which such men use as a decoy are soon 
recognized. The swindling advertisers 
are after fools and gudgeons, and they 
are shrewd eaough to advertise in the 
papers patronized by people ct that sort 
The cheapening of the processes of 
manufacture during recent years has 
lowered prices greatly. The advertiser 
accordingly cen appeal to the great body 
of purchasers, who must be careful of 
their money. 
Here in New York is the 
great market for obtaining stocks of su­ 
perior goods at low ooat, provided the 
merchant bas the cash to pay for them. 
Therefore the repntable houses which 
advertise bargains for their customers 
declare no more than the faot. At auc­ 
tions or by paying cash down for a large 
supply where cash is imperatively re­ 
quired and of the first necessity, they 
frequently secure great quantities of 
goods at less than the cnrrent prices at 
the factories, perhaps less than oost, and 
selling for cath, they can afford to make 
their own profit proportionately small. 
Hence when a large house advertises 
bargains, it may be assumed that bar­ 
gains they are. The quicker their sales, 
the more rapidly they torn over their 
money, the more successful such deairs 
are, and to gen speedy sales they must 
tempt purchasers with ae low pribes as 
they can attract by advertising the better 
ic is for each individual purchaser, for 
the greater the volume of their basinets 
the smaller can they fix their average 
profits. 
That is the great advantage of adver­ 
tising. It makes the business known, 
and by multiplying the nnmber of cus­ 
tomers, the dealer obtains the means of 
attracting 
more. 
He 
has 
more 
money 
to 
expeLd on bis stock, 
can 
improve 
the 
opportunities 
which come so frequently to the cash 
boyer, and oan make bis margin of profit 
smaller. The whole success of the great 
retail bouses has been built up in this 
way. There are few of them which 
have not had their entire development 
within very recent years, before wbioh 
they were little haberdashery shops, with 
a neighborhood trade only, or they had 
no existence at all. There ie not one of 
them which does not owe its snocess to 
advertising. 
In the clothing trade the history is the 
same. The houses which are getting the 
custom ere those that advertise the most 
liberally and the most judiciously, and as 
their custom increases they are enabled 
to make their prices lower and thus in­ 
vite a wider range of the public, The 
tailors who have followed their example 
I are reaping a like reward and gaining 
j tho same advantages. So it is also with 
j the shoemaker, and as time goes on there 
; will be no department of business which 
I will not profit by the lesson that exper­ 
ience teaches so emphatically.' 
So far from having been completed, 
the development of advertising is still in 
its early stages only.
